Yhea 4 opened the windew I saw « Busglan officer and three soldiers onder arms 
and a German policemen; my landlady wae with them. They exid they wore looking 
for me. I went to the deor end waa asked ay news by the officer, Simultaneously 
the soldiers maneuvered to dar ay Slight. The officer went through all the reone 
and locked ever everything. Then i had te ait; dewn while ay papers wore checked. 
gnon 1% was eateblished that I was the person for whom they were looking, the 
Goesman policeme: departed, since that was the end of hie Job. The offiser now 
701d mq é¢hnt the plant was being noved aud that everybady Bed te go along to 
Kuesia, Wife, ehildren, furniture, relatives, and everything elve could be 
taken. then he asked about ay wife, I told him that I was not warried, but 
dived with mp parents. He then said that my perenta should come along, to 
witch 1 objected, saying that they were tos old. after a long arguaeat, he 
eeguiescod. Then be asked my father whether I hada financee, to which ay 
father anid yee. Ye then told ma thet a financee is the sane as a wife and 
that eke would bea teken along. I replied thet she lived 100 kilometers away, 
wkeerengon be said that we would drive there imsadiately to fetch her.... 
after another long argument, he abandoned the idea. 


3. @Tnen seme the order to pack my things. The Busstan soldiers vere to help. 
I explained that I did not have ueny ponsesaiona, but they eaid that I could 
take aa much as I liked. I6 was new 0730 houre and I was given two hours to 
pack, Since resistance was useless, I oheyed. 


4. “A waiting truck took us to the railroad etation at Brehne /8077, 21 kilometers 
from Halle. There a train was standing ready, and we were met by officers and 
ahewn te @ compartment. J shared a coazpartment with a foreman from the same 
pient. The traln wae under heavy guard; there wae a soldier with a sub-machine 
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gun every five meters. We arrived at 1000 hours Tuesday and remained in Brehna 
until wWedneadey efternoon. Tuesday evening we recelved a warm soup and on | 
Wadnesdey morning e package with food, mainly fruit, # piece of bacon, and 300 
cigarettes. We were not tola ney long that was to last. 


"fhe trein was shunted here and there and, on Wednesdey evening, we arrived in 
Helle again, On the way I saw four similar trains in which I recognized various 
agqueintences, Ny train consisted of twelve coaches, mainly large, DeZug coaches, 
and fifteen freicht care. 

"In belle we received a hot noodle SOUP, brought directly to our compartment 
windew, We coulda not leeve the train. Two railroad workers told me that the 
trein would leave in xn hour and would mske ite last stop, for coal and water, in 
Bilenburg. The strain left at 2000 hours. Sbout 7O pereent ef the devortées 
were very depressed, and, nearly el] of them were unheppy. I was not able to 
find anyone who agresd to the situation or wio had sigued a contract. We were 
ell told only that we would have te rameain in Ruasia five years; there was no 
mention of a contxast. 


"efter the train left “ilenburg, the guards caue in off the stepa and went into 
their compartment. About three or four kilometers farther, I juuped ont of the 
window. I landed on the ballast, suffering no todily harm éXcent for a few. 
orulses uid sprains, I Lay auistly till the train was by and assumed that no one 
noticed anything. 25X1C 


"I ren half a kilometdr eeross the ficlds and then, after an hour's well, tp proached 
Silenourg, I went to the railroad station, where I spant the nivht, and the next 
morning took the train to ae wheve my fiancee lives, I stayed 
thers until saturday afternoon and taén returned to Hallie. There 1 staydd one 
aight with a war courade. Jefore dawn I left and rdaned about the town, and then 
Looked up vir, A, I stayed with him from 27 to 29 October, and he vought ne 
railroad ticxets for the trip to tae 4merican Sector of Berlin, there I now hope 

to dive in aafety and to enjoy huwen rights." 
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
